condition of tho roads out Ills way 
He staled that the farmers wpuld not 
break the roads, notwithstanding the 
fact that they had heavy teams at 
their disposal and that it would bo 
necessary for them to cover a small 
portion of the territory that a rural 
carrier goes over each day. 


He stated that the carrier had to 


cover more than twenty-five miles on 
Ills route, and that notwithstanding 
the fact that tine roads were badly 
drifted most of the way, that the 
carrier !iad managed to get over tho 
route each day and deliver the mail, 
ind It was his opinion that the farm- 
ers should look after the matter. 


This farmers and residents along a 


rural route shouild remember that 
the carrier lias a long trip to make 
each day and there are a large num- 


of stops, and that unless the 


aro broken out it is almost im- 


possible, to cover tbie distance. 
The 


carriers are not obliged to go over 
the roads unless they are In proper 
shape, and if they continue to do so 
t is only because they are accommo- 
dating and not for tho noason that 
he rules of the department require,; 
them to.

Just at the present time it looks 


as if the United States might hlave 
trouble of soino kind with Germany. 
When Germany made the announce- 
ment that they would again take up 
their policy of sinking ships* within 
the zone, thpy had designated, ro- 
gardiloss of what country they be- 
longed to, President Wilson broke ol't 
diplomatic relations with that coun- 
try, and the Gorman'ambassador WHS 
handed his passports and bidden an 
affectionate1 farewell by the United 
States .authorities.

kind of warfare is invading tho rights 
of this country, which claims th'1 right 
lo UKO the seaa for shipping purposes 
a« long us they are merely carrying 
goods and products not used In act- 
. ual warfare, 


•The Germans appear to bo Hnn in 


regard to their submarine policy, and 
while there may bo no active fighting 
between the United States ami Ger- 
many, it Is not known but what there 
may be a declaration of war by Ger- 
many. 
A number of othor countries 


of the Western Hemisphere IKUVO also 
served notice that they take tho same 
stand as tho United States on the 
matter, and there are also some of 
tho neutral countries In Europe that 
view the matter in the same light. 


What the outcome of the whole af- 


fair will! be can only bo surmised, 
but tho United States Is making prep- 
arations for war and If it comes it 
will bo met -with the boat we have to 
offer.

SHOULD BREAK ROADS 


A farmer who lives about ten 


miles from town was taJking to the 
Tribune man one day last week, and 
he stated that'll was a surprise to 
him that the rural carriers were able 
to get- thru at all considering the 
condition of the roads out his way 
He stated that the farmers wpuld not 
break the roads, notwithstanding the 
fact that they had heavy teams at 
their disposal and that it would be 
ne.-essary for them to cover a small 
portion of the territory that a rural 
carrier goes over each day. 
He stated that the carrier had to 


cover more than twenty-five miles on 
his route, and that notwithstanding 
the fact that the roads were badly 
drifted most of the way, that the 
carrier had managed to get over the 
route each day and deliver the mail, 
and it was his opinion that the farm- 
ers should look after the matter. 
Tha farmers and residents along a 


rural route should remember that 
the carrier has a long trip to make 
each day and there are a large num- 
ber of stops, and that unless the 
roads are broken out it is almost im- 
possible to cover the distance. The 
carriers are. not obliged to go over 
the roads unless they are in proper 
shape, and if they continue to do so 
it is only because they are accommo- 
dating and not for the reason that 
the rules of the department requires 
them to. 
la view of these facts it would 


seem as if the patrons of a rural 
route would see to it that the roads 
are broken after such heavy storms 
as we have had this winter and not 
make the carrier break his way thru.

Phe theory of keeping Mexico for Mex- 
icans. 


Under the new constitution, foreign- 


ers must renounce allegiance to the 
countries whence they come to acquire 
title to real estate, insofar as foreign 
citizenship concerns such property. 


The provisions regarding separation 


of the church and state virtually mean 
tho taking over by the government of 
the entire property in Mexico of the 
Itoman Catholic church.

Regrets Action.

.Wilson vetoed the immigration bill 
passed recently by congress because 
of Its literacy test provision. 


It was the second time that Presi- 


dent Wilson has vetoed an immigra- 
tion bill'because of the literacy test, 
and for the same reasons similar meas- 
ures were given vetoes by Presidents 
Tuft and .Cleveland. 


The president's veto message' to the 


house in which the bill ^originated, 
follows: 


"I very much regret to return this 


bill without my signature, -' 


"In most of the provisions of the 


bill I should be very glad to concur, 
but I cannot rid myself of the con- 
viction that the literacy test consti- 
tute u radical change In the policy 
of the nation which is not justified in 
principle. 
* 


"It is not a test of character, of 


quality or of .personal fitness, but 
would operate in most cases merely 
as a penalty for lack of opportunity 
in the country whence the alien seek- 
ing admission come. The opportunity 
to gain an education is In many cases 
one of the chief opportunities sought 
by the Immigrants in coming to the 
United States, and our experience In 
the past has not been that the illit- 
erate immigrant is -as such an nude- 
slrable Immigrant . Tests of quality 
and of purpose cannot be objected to 
on principle,, but tests of opportunity 
surely may be, 


"Moreover, even if this test might 


be equitably insisted on, one of the 
exceptions proposed to its application 
Involves a provision which might lend 
to. very delicate and hazardous diplo- 
matic situations.' 


"The bin exempts from the opera- 


tion of the literacy test 'all aliens who 
shall prove to the satisfaction of tho 
proper Immigration officer or to the 
secretary 
of labor that they are 


seeking admission 
to 
the 
United 


states to avoid religious persecution 
In the country of their last penna- 
"hent residence, whether such persecu- 
tion be evidenced by overt acts or 
by laws or governmental regulations 
that discriminate against the alien or 
the race to which he belongs because 
of his religious faith.' 


"Such a provision, so applied and ad- 


ministered, would oblige the 
officer 


concerned in effect to pass Judgment 
upon the laws and practices of a for- 
eign government and declare- that 
they did or did not constitute re- 
ligious persecution. 


"I dare say that these consequences 


were -not' in the minds of the pro- 
ponents of this provision, but the 
provision separately and in Itself ren- 
ders it unwise for me to give my as- 
sent to this legislation In its present 
form."

"All the more the Imperial govern- 


ment regrets that the attitude of her 
enemies, who are so entirely opposed 
to peace, makes it Impossible for the 
world at present to bring about the 
realization of these lofty Ideals, 


"Germany and her allies were ready 


to enter now Into a discussion of peace 
and had set down as basis the 
anty of existence, honor and free de- 
velopment of their peoples. 


"Their alms, as has been expressly 


stated in the note of December 12, 
1910, were not directed toward the de- 
struction or annihilation of their ene- 
mies and were, according to.their con- 
viction, perfectly compatible with the 
rights of the other nations. 


Denies Plan to Annex Belgium. 


"As to Belgium,.for which such warm 


and cordial sympathy" is felt In the 
United States, the chancellor had de- 
clared only ' a few weeks previously 
that its annexation had never formed 
part of Germany's Intentions.

Great Enthusiasm Marks Signing of 


New Constitution by Assembly 


at Queretaro, Mex. 


Queretaro, Mcx^ Feb. 1.—The dele- 


gates to the constitutional 
assembly, 


which concluded its labors Tuesday 
night, assembled at eleven o'clock yes- 
terday and signed the constitution on 
which they had been working for two 
months. The ceremony was attended, 
by great enthusiasm. All the members 
of the cabinet were present except 
Luis Cabrera, minister of finance, and 
Ygnaclo Bonlllas, minister of fomeoto 
and communications. 


The new constitution contains some 


advanced legislation. Among its pro- 
visions are: 


Abolition of the office of vice presi- 


dent, prohibition of the re-election of 
a president, stringent and radical la- 
bor laws, which provide for an-eight- 
hour day, seven hours of nljjht work 
and six working days a week; com- 
pulsory arbitration, profit-sharing, free 
employment bureaus, anti-trust laws, 
a national department of health with 
plenary powers, .and compulsory mili- 
tary instruction..

Under the new constitution, foreign- 


ers must renounce allegiance to the 
countries whence they come to acquire 
title to. v.eal estate, iusofar as foreign 
citizenship' concerns such 
property.

Washington—Is there to be'.a revo- 


lution In.'the methods of conducting 
business'In the senate^In other words, 
is the upper house of the1 United 
States to adopt a cloturo rule which 
will limit debate? 


Ever since the day In 1908; when 


Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, Re- 
pTrbllcan, and Stone of .Missouri and 
Gore of Oklahoma, Democrats, 
at- 


tempted to talk a. currency bill to 
death there has been agitation in be- 
half of the adoption by; the senate 
of a rule which would enable the, up- 
per house to reach a vote oh any 
subject whenever 'a majority of the 
members desire to reach it. 


Year before last Senator Owen of 


Oklahoma endeavored to bring the 
senate Irto a mood to adopt such a 
rule. The upper house of the national 
legislature Is an extremely conserva- 
tive body so for as the conducting of 
its own'affairs Is concerned. Many 
of the senatorsv not only- dislike to 
have the rules changed, but they are 
ufraid to have them changed. Even 
some of the proponents of a rule limit- 
ing debate have not been without fear 
that some day their own rule might 
serve to plague Its promoters. 


Senator Walsh of Montana, who was 


the western manager of the Wilson 
campaign prior to the recent election, 
has Introduced a resolution In the up- 
per house which on Its face has a 
rnilk-and-water expression. 
However, 


masked-by the lips of the face Is a 
pretty strong set of teeth. 
If the 


Montana senator's resolution shall be 
adopted cloture Is likely to be the re- 
sult and cloture means that thereafter 
a majority of the senate can set an 
hour for a voting on any measure and 
cut off all debate thereon. 


Resolution Looks Harmless. 


Here Is the Walsh resolution: "It 


Is the sense of the senate that with- 
out action on Its own part the somite 
Is dissolved nt 12 o'clock meridian, 
March 4." . 


This looks harmless and It takes 


an analysis to show just what It 
means. The upper house always has 
gone on the theory that as a legisla- 
tive body It is continuing, that it does 
not end' at the close of the session 
which brings an end to the house of 
representatives. 
This supposition Is 


based on the fact that only one-third 
of the members of the senate nre 
elected during any one year, while 
the other two-thirds continue to hold 
office from session to session, and that 
therefore, unlike the house, two-thirds 
of the senators' terms not having ev- 
pired, the senate continues as an ac- 
tive legislative body, even after a con- 
gress, so far as the house Is con- 
cerned, goes to its death on every sec- 
ond' March 4th. 


Now, 
of course, If Senator Walsh's 


resolution is adopted it means that 
when the senate meets for the first 
time after March 4, It Is In effect a 
new body and that therefore It must 
adopt new rules. 
In this case all 


;the rules will be adopted by a major- 
ity vote,^and therefore a simple ma- 
jority could put into effect a cloture 
•rule. 
As things are today It takes a 


(two-thirds vote to effect a revision of 
'the rules, and this two-thirds' vote 
cannot be secured. 
If the resolution 


:of the Montana senator therefore pre- 
vails, there ma*' be an entirely new 
'condition of things, in the senate at 
'the next session of congress. 


"Little Bunch" Will Have Power, 
Five or six-members of the next 


house of representatives will have a 
'responsibility on their shoulders that, 
.as someone has put It Is ?as "heavy 
!as the whole Union." It will be within 
'the power of the half-dozen or scant 
half dozen to throw the control of the 
house to one or the other of the great 
parties. 


Of course this presupposes that no 


Republicans, because of personal ani- 
mosities, will refuse to vote for their 
party's candidate for speaker and that 
no Democrats for like reasons, will 
refuse to work for their party's can- 
didate. 
This matter has been dis- 


cussed prior to tills time,'but every 
day brings some change In the situa- 
tion. 
As things are today,' it seems 


there will be 215 Democrats, and 215 
.Republicans in the next house of rep- 
resentatives, with the bare chance that 
the Republicans. may gd,in one and 
the Democrats lose one. 
Even if this 


shall happen, however, "the ' little 
bunch" will still carry the'burden, if 
they --consider it a burden, of the 
balance of power. 


During the ,'iast campaign I traveled 


as a correspondent through part of the 
country with a leading member of the 
Progressive party who was, however, 
supporting .the- candidacy of Charles 
B. Hughes. This leader intimated that

With the death of George Dewey the 


rank' of admiral passes from the Uult- 
cd States navy list until It .shall be 
revived by congress to be given to 
some leader In war or to some sailor 
who In a sudden emergency rises so 
high nbove the ordinary level of serv- 
ice and of heroism as to make It fitting 
•chat he shall be honored above other 


The rank of ndminu in the navy 


corresponds to the rank of general in 
the army. There Is no general in the 
United States army today. Neither is 
there a lieutenant general except on 
the retired list 
Of course there are 


plenty of major genrals, just as there 
nre plenty of rear admirals In the 
navy, but though n roan be called 
general or admiral it does not mean 
necessarily that he holds right to that 
title .unmodified. 


When Dewey was made an admiral 


the nomination and confirmation car- 
ried with them the right to remain 
on the active list of 'the navy If ho 
should so elect during the remainder 
of Jiis life. 
George Dewey was the 


only officer on the active list of the 
United States sea service who had 
parsed the milestone of his sixty-sec- 
ond birthday. In the army there Is-no 
soldier on the active list who has 
passed the age of sixty-four years. 
Until within a few months the age of 
compulsory retirement in the navy 
wus sixty-two years, while In the army 
It was sixty-four years. A change has 
just been made in the law which keeps 
naval officers on the active list as long 
as officers of the army are kept there, 
that Is. until they are sixty-four year* 
of age. 


.Worked Hard to the Last 


In a great many respects Georg^ 


Dewey was a wonder to the men ol 
the service. Of course he won reuowc 
at 'Manila bay, but he' won admiration 
In Washington by the wuy in which ha 
kept at work for 15 years after, If he 
had so elected, hp could have takun. 
life easy.. Every day all through the 
jvars the admiral would go to his of- 
fice In the Mills building and ther* 
take up his duties as president of tho 
general and Joint boards of the navy. 
He took-a deep Interest In all thlngd 
pertaining to the service and he kept 
abreast of the times despite his ad- 
vanclng" years.

ALIEN BILL IS .VETOED 


WILSON CALLS LITERARY TEST 


RADICAL CHANGE IN POLICY. 


Second Time Measure Has Been Disap- 


proved by President Who 


Regrets Action. 


Washington. Jan. 31. — President 


.Wilson vetoed the immigration bill 
passed recently by congress because 
o£ Its literacy test provision. 


It was the second time that Presi- 


dent Wilson has vetoed an immigra- 
tion bill-because of the literacy test, 
and for the same reasons similar meas- 
ures were given vetoes by Presidents 
Taft and Cleveland. 


The president's veto message to the 


house in which the bill originated, 
follows: 


"I very much regret to return this 


bill without my signature. 


"In most of the provisions of the 


bill I should be very glad to concur, 
but I cannot rid myself of the con- 
viction that the literacy test consti- 
tute a radical change in the policy 
of the nation which is not justified in 
principle. 
* 


"It is not a test of character, of 


quality or of .personal fitness, but 
would operate In most Cases merely 
as a penalty for lack of opportunity 
in the country whence the alien seek- 
ing admission come. The opportunity 
to gain an education Is in many cases 
one of the chief opportunities sought 
by the immigrants in coming to the 
United States, and our experience in 
the past has not been that the illit- 
erate immigrant is -as such an ande- 
sirable Immigrant. 
Tests of quality 


and of purpose cannot be objected to 
on principle, but tests of opportunity 
surely may be. 


"Moreover, even if this test might 


be equitably insisted on, one of the 
exceptions proposed to its application 
involves a provision which might lead 
to very delicate and hazardous diplo- 
matic situations. 


"The bin exempts from the opera- 


tion of the literacy test 'all aliens who 
shall prove to the satisfaction of the 
proper immigration officer or to the 
secretary 
of labor that they 
are 


seeking admission 
to 
the 
United 


states to avoid religious persecution 
in the country of their last perma- 
nent residence, whether such persecu- 
tion be evidenced by overt acts or 
by laws or governmental regulations 
that discriminate against the alien or 
the race to which he belongs because 
of his religious faith.'

nnd elsewhere. A department for sub 
llmatlng these dressings bus been es- 
tablished und the committee Is consld 
orlng n plan lo compress tho moss by 
machinery Into Hat sheets, In whlcl 
form It Is light nnd portable and eml 
nently suitable for dressing stations 
(leld ambulances, etc., and for trans 
port overseas 'to dlstnnt hospitals 
where surgical dressings are sorely 
needed.

Washington.—Is there to be n revo- 


lution in tho methods of conducting 
business In the senate?'In other words, 
is the upper house of the United 
States to adopt a cloturo rule which 
will limit debate? 


Ever since the clay in 1908 when 


Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, Re- 
pTTbllcun, and Stone of Missouri nnd 
Gore of Oklahoma, Democrats, at- 
tempted to talk n currency bill to 
death there has been agitation In be- 


nlf of the adoption by the senate 
f a rule which would enable the up- 
er house to reach u vote on any 
ubjcct whenever 'a majority of the 
nombers desire to reach it, 


Year before last Senator Owen of 


Oklahoma cmlenvow2d to bring the 
enato Into a mood to adopt such u 
ule, The upper house of the national 
eglslnture Is an extremely conscrvn- 
,vo body so fur as the conducting of 
:s own affairs Is concerned. Many 
f the senators not only- dislike to 
ave the rules changed, but they are 
frnld to hnvc them changed. Even 
ome of the proponents of a rule llmlt- 
ng debate have not been without fear 
hat soiho day their own rule might 
erve to plague Its promoters. 
Senator Walsh of Montana, who was 
he western manager of the Wilson 
nmpalgn prior to the recent election, 
as Introduced n resolution In the up- 
ier house which on Its face has n 
nllk-nnd-water expression. 
However, 


unskcd by the lips of the face Is a 
retty strong set of teeth. 
If the 


lontann senator's resolution shall be 
adopted cloture Is likely to be the re- 
ult and clotnre means that thereafter 
i majority of the senate can set an 
lour for a voting on any measure and 
cut off all debate thereon. 


Resolution Looks Harmless. 


Here Is the Walsh resolution: "It 


s tho sense of tho senate that with- 
out action on Its own part the wniite 
s dissolved <it 12 o'clock meridian, 
Jnreh 4," 


This looks harmless nnd It takes 


an analysis to show just •ulint It 
means. The upper house always has 
:one on the theory that as u legisla- 
tive body it Is continuing, that It does 
not end nt the close of tho session 
which brings an end to the house of 
'epre.sentatlve.s. 
This supposition l.s 


Kiscd on tho fact that only one-third 
of the members of tho senate arc 
elected Curing nny one year, while 
the other two-thirds continue to hold 
olllce from session to session, and that 
therefore, unlike the house, two-thirds 
of tho senators' terms not having ev- 
plred, the senate continues ns an uc- 
:lve legislative body, even after a con- 
gross, so far as the house Is con- 
corned, goes to Its death on every sec- 
ond March 4th. 


Now, 
of course, If Senator Walsh's 


resolution Is adopted It means that 
when the senate meets for the tlr.st 
time after March 4, It Is In effect n 
new body nnd that therefore It must 
adopt new rules. 
In this case all 


the rules will be adopted by n major- 
ity vote,'nnd therefore n simple ma- 
jority could put Into effect n cloture 
rule. 
As things are today It takes n 


two-thirds vote to effect n revision of 
tho rules, and this two-thirds' vote 
cannot be secured. 
If the resolution 


of the Montana senator therefore pre- 
vails, there mny be an entirely new 
condition of things. In the senate at 
the next session of congress. 


"Little Bunch" Will Have Power. 
Five or six .members of the next 


house of representatives will have a 
responsibility on their shoulders that, 
ns someone has put It Is as "heavy 
as tho whole Union." It will be within 
tho power of the half-dozen or scant 
half dozen to throw the control of the 
house to one or tho other of the great 
parties. 


Of course Jhls presupposes that no 


Republicans, because of personal ani- 
mosities, will refuse to vote for their 
party's candidate for speaker and that 
no Democrats for like reasons, will 
refuse to work for their party's can- 
didate. 
This matter hns been dis- 


cussed prior to this time, but every 
day brings some change In the situa- 
tion. 
As things are today, It seems 


there will be 21D Democrats nnd 215 
Republicans In tho next house of rep- 
resentatives, with the bare chance that 
the Republicans may gajn one and 
the Democrats lose one. 
Even If this 


shall happen, however, "tho little 
bunch" will still carry the burden, If 
they--consider It n burden, of tho 
balance of power. 


During the last campaign I traveled 


ns n correspondent through part of the 
country with n lending member of the 
Progressive party who was, however, 
supporting tho candidacy of Charles 
El. Ilughes. This leader Intimated that 
unless Hughes were elected he hoped 
that the congress In both branches 
would remain Democratic. Tills view 
of the mutter In u way, of course, was 
partisan, for tho thought was that If 
the Democrats were la full control 
they could be held responsible for mis- 
takes, and tnnt If the Republicans 
wero In the majority in one or the 
other of,the houses of congress while 
there was a Democratic president In 
the White House, It would be easy 
enough for the Democrats to charge 


thnt the llepiiblli'fins blocked the proort 
legislation which rtielr in'eslilunt tried 
to jm 


Working Hard for Control. 


Curiously enough, this feeling to n 


considerable extent exists Iri.tho hearts 
of some of the Republican members of 
the house. 
It must not be understood 


for n minute, however, that! the Re- 
publicans us n party are not going 
to try their best to organize the nes« 
house of representatives. 
It cnn bii 


taken for granted that the Democrats 
will try Just ns hard. As a matter of 
fact, both parties today are doing all 
thut In them lies to secure the adhe- 
sion to 'their cause of the five or six 
Independents nnd others who may be 
nble to say the word which means suc- 
cess to one or the other of the great 
parties In tho work of organizing the 
house and in controlling It thereafter. 


Perhaps It Is bad grace to sny so, 


but probably no one will enter denial 
when the word Is set down that there 
la an element of selfishness In the de- 
sire of n party to control the house 
of representatives, eccn if It Is not 
to control It by n mai-gin wide enough 
to enable It to-be uire thnt It can 
put through or block legislation ua the 
party desire may be. 


Control of the boose is valuable 


from u selfish point of view to the 
members, because of the patronage In 
the case. 
On one roll of the house 


of representatives there are the mimes 
of 219 employees. 
Then In addition 


there uro 59 committee clerks, and 
the appointment of these clerks lies 
well within the field of the Influence 
of the chairmen of'thn different com- 
mittees. 
Each clmirmmi 1ms at his 


disposal Jobs which collectively, pay 
$8,500 each year. 
There Is political 


nld to be,expected from the.se em- 
ployees in addition to the work which 
they, give to the committees which 
employ them. 


There Is a good deal of patronage 


which Is not Included In the above. It 
Is distributed among the members and 
It takes In clerical appointments In 
large number. 
Folders of documents, 


elevator conductors, policemen, book- 
keepers, and some other jobs which 
seem worth while In the eyes of the 
men who aspire to hold them, are In 
the direct gift of the house organl?.a- 
tlon. 


Dewey Was Only Admiral.

should so elect during the remainder 
of his life. 
George Dowcy was thu 


only officer on the active list of tho 
Unllud States sen service who luu 
passed the milestone of his sixty-sec 
ond birthday. In the army there Is-no 
soldier on the active list who htir 
passed the age of sixty-four years 
Until within u few months the age o 
compulsory retirement In the navy 
TVUS sixty-two years, while in the army 
It was sixty-four years. A change has 
just been made in the law which keeps 
naval olllccrs on the nctlve list as long 
as officers of the army are kept there 
that Is until they are sixty-four yeurf 
of age.

list for years, but despite this fact he 
asked for nctlve service of some kind 
and so, even while borne on the roster 
of retired ones, ho is keeping up his 
worlc for the service, a work which 
lends him Into fields where his sym- 
pathies strongly are engaged. 


Lle.ut. Gen. Samuel B. M. Young to- 


dny Is governor of the Soldiers' home 
In the city of Washington. This home 
Is lor the care of soldiers of thc'regu- 
liir army only. So it Is thnt General 
Young In a sense is In command today 
of regulars with whom he served for 
hulf a century or more. Like Dewcy, 
Lieutenant General Young Insists on 
working. He Is not only governor of 
the home for regulars, but he Is the 
president of llio National Association 
for Universal Military Training.

The other by Senator Bray repeals

Resolution Looks Harmless. 


Here Is the Walsh resolution: "It 


Is the sense of the senate that with- 
out action on Its own part the somite 
Is dissolved at 12 o'clock meridian. 
March 4." 
This looks harmless and It takes 


an analysis to show just what it 
means. 
The upper house always has 


gone on the theory that as a legisla- 
tive body it is continuing, that it does 
not end at the close of the session 
which brings an end to the house of 
representatives.

•rule. 
As things are today It takes a 


two-thirds vote to effect a revision of 
the rules, and this two-thirds' vote 
cannot be secured.

"Little Bunch" Will Have Power. 
Five or six -members of the next 


house of representatives will have a

the power of the half-dozen or scant 
half dozen to throw the control of the 
house to one or the other of the great 
parties. 
Of course this presupposes that no 


Republicans, because of personal ani- 
mosities, will refuse to vote for their 
party's candidate for speaker and that 
no Democrats for like reasons, will 
refuse to work for their party's cin- 
dldate.

TOT5; In 1916 Many Farm- 


ers Paid for Their Land 


N Out of Their Crop. 


•That 
Western -Canada ;ls Indeed 


"Mistress of Wheat" to the extort* that 
Its 191;" crop exceeded, acre for acre, 
tho production of .any country on this 
continent Is a striking fact proved by 
the following figures: 


In TJk") the Dominion of Canada pro- 


duced ;',7(!,0(K).UOU bushels of wheat, 
which represented an average yield oL', 
iji) l>ushel.4 to the acre.

Canada Is of course a new- 
settled country, and the fact' that the 
crop of ihe United States was practi- 
cally throe times as, much is.- no dls- 
couragement. The United States has 
at pru.sotit more than twelve times the 
population of Canada in approximately 
tho same area, -

ductive-ness of Western Canadian laud,

In 15)10 the crop was not fis heavy, 


hut the yields In many districts were 
very large. So large, Indeed, was the 
acreage under cultivation In 1915 that 
tho resulting crop proved too large to bo 
all threshed the same fall. It over- 
loaded •railroads, and made marketing 
slow. A less amount of fall plowing 
was done than would have been done 
n a less heavy year, because the aver- 
age farmer was loo busy with his 
threshing. 
All these conditions nec- 


essarily 
reacted 
upon the acreage

this that labor last year, owing to the

The average yield of wheat in the 


three western provinces Is estimated 
by the government at about 10 bushelH 
per acre, oats 43 bushels, and barley 
27 bushels. 


The financial value of their crops to 


Western Canadian farmers has been 
greater this year than ever before. 
Owing to tho high prices of grain that 
are prevailing, returns have been re- 
ceived that are extremely profitable. 
With wheat standing^ at the present 
time at over $1.00 pe'r bushel at the 
Groat Lukes, a wheat crop at present 
figures would pay the farmer, even 
supposing ho had only the average of 
1G bushels per acre, over $80.00 per 
acre.

Interesting light was thrown upon the origin nnd 
reason for being qf that era-making type of heavy 
ship of the line. 
The disclosure Illustrates how 


kindred forces may he at work In calling Into 
being another nnd no less startling departure in 
naval architecture. 
According to the oflicer in 


question: 


"England has been criticized for Inventing the 


dreadnought type on the ground thnt If she had 
not done so she would have maintained n greater 
preponderance over every other navy in her pre- 
drendnaught types, nnd-as the'dreadnought type 
is far more efllclent she therefore had to start 
even with other nations again. The reply to that 
Is' that she did not Invent the type, bu'i it wns 
absolutely forced upon her. 


"In the days when we were, firlnc nt ench other 


at 2,000 on 3,000 yards'a, dreadnnught was not a 
logical thing at'nil;'because n't those ranges you 
could use nn eight-Inch gun'with £vpn,t effect or a 
six-inch gun. But as soon ns Admiral'Sir'I?ercy 
.Scott showed us how to. train <gun pointers wlrln, 
his new device It chnngcdvthe 'situation' material- 
ly. His whole Invention was a method of train- 
Ing gun pointers. 


"We applied ft on our side and we' talked to 


people- on this side nnd to people on the other 
side of the Atlantic nbout It. I went over to Eng- 
land nnd talked to the gun people there nnd we. 
finally, tentatively going from one Hinge to an- 
other, found nut thnt we could hit u tnrget at 
8,000 or 9.000 yards, 
which 
were 
considered 


enormous! ranges in those days. 


"You- 
cannot hit anything with n. six-Inch pun 


nt those distances. 
It wus therefore perfectly 


illogical for them, to build nny more battleships 
except with nil big puns. Accordingly, the all-big- 
gun ship had,to be built. .

"We would have built the first one on this side 


If the authorities here .had listened to, us. Eng- 
land did not Invent the all-big-gun ship.

the subject of naval Itici'oaso, when the genesis 
ot the modern dreadnanglit was dlscuMsc'd.

Interesting light was thrown upon (he origin and 
reason for being of that era-making typo of heavy 
ship of the line. 
The disclosure Illustrates how 


kindred i'oives may he at work In culling Into 
being (mother nnd no less startling departure In 
naval architecture. 
According to the olllcer In 


question: 


"Kngland has been criticised for Inventing the 


(Irendnnught type on the ground that If she. had 
not done xo she would have maintained n greater 
preponderance over every other navy In her pre- 
drcndimiiRht types, and as the diWdmuight type 
is far more etllcletit she therefore hud to start 
even with other nations again. The reply to tftnt. 
Is that she did not Invent the type, but It wns 
absolutely forced upon her. 


"In Hie days when we were firing nt each other 


at 2,000 or- 3,000 yards a. dreadmniKht was not n 
logical thing nt'nli;'ln:eause n't those ranges you 
could use an eight-Inch gun with wpat effect or a 
six-Inch gun. Hut as soon as Admiral .Sir-I.'erey 
Scott showed us how to train .gun pointers wl(l>>. 
his new device It changed, the 'situation material- 
ly. Ills whole Invention was a method of train- 
Ing gun pointers. 


"We applied tt on our side and wo' talked to 


people on this sldr; nnd to people on the other 
side of the Atlantic about It. .1 went over to Eng- 
land nnd talked to I lie gun people there and we. 
llnally, tentatively grilng from one raugo to IHJ- 
o-lher, found out that wo could hit a target at 
8,000 or 9.000 yards, 
which 
were 
considered 


enormous1 ranges in those days. 


"Yon- cannot hit anything with a. six-Inch gun 


nt those distances. 
It was therefore perfectly 


illogical for them to build any ninro bnltlcsliln's 
except with all big guns. Accordingly, this nll-hlg- 
gun sbl|i had ,l:n be built. 


"We would have built the first one on this side 


If the authorities here .Had listened to us. Eng- 
land did not Invent the nll-blg-gun ship. It was 
Admiral .Sir Percy'Scott who thought nut how to 
shoot at .long range, and the' other fellows fol- 
lowed as n natural consequence. Big guns are the 
only ones that will do any particular damage at 
long range.' 


"The present conflict has made it plain thnt in 


actual warfare the nation with Initiative will have 
a great advantage, and Germany has undoubtedly 
kept: her foes guessing. No one knows what she 
IK likely to spring next upon her n.nliiiroids'ts, but 
past performances hint nt certain possibilities." 


Capt. William S. Sims thus describes n thor- 


oughly practicable, novel order of battle craft Its 
theoretical advantages are so evident to the ex- 
perts that the likelihood of Its appearing before 
long Is more than a possibility. 


"If you build a ship'of 20,000 tons that'lias 


nothing but a protective deck, and so flat that 
nothing could got under It, that only has two 
towers, one forward and one aft, to control the 
ship, and no guns at nil, but armed with eight or 
ten torpedo tubes on a side, and capable. of mak- 
ing 5)5 knots, I would like to know what;'u .fleet'.'

with effective gtm power; and, second, owing'to

difficulties' of retaliation 
through 
torpedo 


attack, the submarine's only sufficient answer to 
the destroyer's rapid firers. More often than/oth- 
erwise the underwater boat's principal weapon has 
sped harmlessly under the destroyer without scor- 
ing, simply because the destroyer draws far less 
water than the submarine's Intended quarry, the 
big vessel. 


The torpedo is ordinarily set to run deep enough 


to strike well below n largo ship's armor belt, 
uml therefore Is apt to pass without bitting below 
the keel of a destroyer.

Captain Sims: bnd In mind when he sulil Hint the 
novel battle craft was to be built so. Hint "noth- 
ing could get under It." 


There Is another advantage, too, In this arrange- 


ment. 
A ship so constructed" would be able to 


operate In waters where ordinarily only light 
gunboats or destroyers could .mancliver In safety. 
Accordingly It would bo easy for a craft of this 
character either to hide where least expected or 
to run to cover when the odds offered by armored 
.ships were too heavy against her. 


Great Britain'has found Is necessary to utilize 


monitors, especially modified for the work, In her 
offensive operations against the German positions 
on the coast of Belgium. Shallow draft and fairly 
heavy armaments have made these vessels reason- 
ably effective. However, the mnnltors have not 
been able to destroy 'the German naval station 
nt Zeebrugge and the kaiser's designers have no 
doubt long been busy devising u naval fall to the 
British attack. 


This probability In part Is warrant for Cnp- 


tal\n Sims' assumption that something out of the 
, ordinary was likely to Issue from Wllbelmsluiven 
before the end of the present struggle. .It I* takes 
the form suggested the ship will not be n formid- 
able foe only for England's monitors, but It would 
certainly prove a very dangerous antagonist for 
well-nigh any of Great Britain's heavy fighting 
ships.

American nal>al experts 
believe they can build a 
sea fighter that will 'aston- 
ish the tfrorld; it is a semi- 
submerged torpedo cruiser 


HAT is the next surprise that naval 
architects have in store for the 
world? 


Is it possible to modify radically 


existing types of battle craft? 


Has the naval strategist any- 


thing in mind that will be totally 
unlike 
present 
warships—some- 


thing that will upset the prevailing 


order of battle tactics upon 1he sea? These ques- 
tions are asked by Robert G. Skerrett in the New 
York Sun, amljie goes on to say that experts an- 
swer yes to questions two and three. One of the 
foremost of American naval officers said not long 
ago: 


"I believe we can build a ship here that will 


make the whole world sit up and take notice if 
WH wain: to do so." 


This assertion was brought out by a debate <m 


the subject of naval increase, when the genesis 
of the modern dreadnnught was discussed. 
An 


interesting light was thrown upon the origin nnd 
reason for being of that era-making type of heavy 
ship of rho line. The disclosure illustrates how 
kindred forces may be at work In calling into 
being another and no less startling departure in 
naval architecture. 
According to the officer in 


question : 


"England has been criticized for inventing the 


dreadnought type on the ground that If she had 
not done so she would have maintained a greater 
preponderance over every other nrivy in her pre- 
dreadnaught types, and as the dreadnnught type 
Is far more efficient she therefore had to start 
even with other nations again. The reply to that 
Is that she did not invent the type, but it was 
absolutely forced upon her. 


"In the days when we were firing at ench other 


at 2.000 or 3,000 yards a. dreadnought was not a 
logical thing at'all.'because at those ranges you 
could use an eight-Inch gun'with great effect or a 
six-Inch gun. But as soon as Admiral Sir-Percy 
Scott showed us how to train gun pointers w!th\ 
his new device it changed„the situation mnterlnl- 
ly. His whole invention was a method of train- 
Ing gun pointers. 


'We applied ft on our side and we' talked to 


people on this side and to people on the other 
side of the Atlantic about it. I went over to Eng- 
land and talked to the gun people there arid wo. 
finally, tentatively going from one range to an- 
o-ther, found out that we could hit u target at 
8,000 or 9.000 yards, 
which 
were 
considered 


enormous1 ranges in those days. 


You- cannot hit anything with a six-inch gun 


nt those distances. 
It was therefore perfectly 


illogical for them to build any more battleships 
except with all big guns. Accordingly, the all-big- 
gun ship had to be built. . 


"We would have built the first one on this side 


If the authorities here.Had listened to. us. Eng- 
land did not Invent the all-big-gun ship. It was 
Admiral Sir Percy Scott who thought out how to 
shoot at .long range, and the1 other fellows fol- 
lowed as n natural consequence. Big guns are the 
only ones that will do any particular damage at 
long range." 


"The present conflict has made it plain that In 


actual warfare the nation with initiative will'have 
n great advantage, and Germany has undoubtedly 
kept her foes guessing. 
No one knows what she 


!.« likely to spring next upon her antagonists, but 
pi:st performances hint at certain possibilities." 


Capt. William S. Sims thus describes a thor- 


oughly practicable, novel order of battle craft. Its 
theoretical advantages are so evident to the ex- 
perts that the likelihood of its appearing before 
long is more than a possibility. 


"If you build a ship of 20,000 tons that' has 


nothing but a protective deck, nnd so flat that 
nothing could get under it, that only has two 
towers, one forward and one aft, to control the 
ship, and no guns at all, but armed with eight or 
ten torpedo tubes on a side, and capable, of mak- 
ing 35 knots, I would like to know what.'a .fleet

It Is a well-known fact that the destroyer has 


proved the submarine's worst enemy, and for two 
reasons: First, because of Its speed, combined 
with effective prun power; nnd, second, owing fo 
the 
difficulties of retaliation 
through torpedo 


attack, the submarine's only sufficient answer to 
the destroyer's rapid firers. More often than oth- 
erwise the underwater boat's principal weapon has 
sped harmlessly under the destroyer without scor- 
ing, simply because the destroyer draws far less 
water than the submarine's Intended quarry, the 
big vessel. 


The torpedo is ordinarily set to run deep enough 


to strike well below a large ship's armor belt, 
nnd therefore is apt to pass -without hitting below 
The keel of a destroyer. 
It was this Idea that 


Captain Slmsi had in mind when he said that the 
novel battle craft was to be built so that "noth- 
ing codd get under It." 


There Is another advantage, too. In this arrange- 


ment. 
A ship so constructed would be nbl* to 


operate In waters where ordinarily only light 
gunboats or destroyers could .maneuver In safety. 
Accordingly It would be easy for a craft of this 
character either to hide where least expected or 
to run to cover when the odds offered by armored 
ships were too heavy against her. 


Great Britain has found Is necessary to utilize 


monitors, esj/ecially modified for the work, in iier 
offensive operations against the German positions 
on the coast of Belgium. Shallow draft nnd fairly 
heavy armaments have made these vessels reason- 
ably "effective. 
However, the monitors have not 


been able to destroy the German naval station 
at Zeebrugge and the kaiser's designers have no 
doubt long been busy devising a naval foil to the 
British attack. 
This probability In part is warrant for Cap- 


tain Sims' assumption that something ont of the 
ordinary was likely to issue from Wllhelmshavpn 
before the end of the present struggle. .It J»= takes 
the form suggested the ship will not be a formid- 
able foe only for England's monitors, but it would 
certainly prove a very dangerous antagonist for 
M-ell-nigh any of Great Britain's heavy fighting 
ships. 
As with so mnny things concerning our national 


defences no secret has been made here of this 
proposed order of war cral.-. 
Captain Sims has 


said: 
"It has been before our people .for a long while. 


It has been discussed at the War college and pa- 
pers have been written on It." 


Foreigners have undoubtedly made themselves 


familiar with everything that has been iriven out 
about the ship and certainly the type would go a 
long way toward offsetting the disadvantage In 
numbers' under which the German fleet labors.. 
Moreover, there are economic reasons why a 
fighting ship of this peculiar type would commend 
itself especially to n people circumstanced as are 
the Germans now. 
As Captain Sims says: "I have always believed 


that a vessel could be designed in that way with- 
out any necessity for a waste of side armor, be- 
cause she would have nothing above her water 
line to protect; that is, substantially nothing. She 
would have no turrets, .which cost so much in 
weight/and she wouldJiave no big guns, which 
cost in the weight of the gun, ammunition, etc. 


"She would carry two towers, from either of 


which the ship could be controlled: One' to be 
used In case the other was knocked out. 
They 


would be of sufficient size to hold the people who 
maneuver the craft. Her smoke pipe would be 
armored so that it could not be shot away so 
close-to her deck as to do an.v particular damage. 
She could be armed with eight torpedo tubes on 
her side and she ,could carry a great many tor- 
pedoes for each one of those tubes."

That 
l:s to say, !2ie wiivS should blow from the direction 
of the enemy, because then the smoke and gas 
'from his own pins blow back and away and 
leave the comm'andc-r with an unimpaired view 
of his foe. while the enemy's discharge hangs for 
a while on his lee and interferes with his vision 
and the speedy working of his ordnance effectively. 


It is not an easy thing to gain the position of 


advantage, r.nd half the success in doing this 
hinges upon invisibility. A vessel like the Scho- 
field. lying low in the water and capable of mak- 
ing 3o"knots an hour, wduld, have the whip hand 
in this particular, because she could slip along at 
full speed unobserved, whereas
